To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the repairs of streets in Kezar Falls 
Precinct for the ensuing year. 


At. 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the repairs of highways and bridges 
outside Kezar Falls for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for contingent expenses for the ensu- 
ing year. 

To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for town officers’ bills for the ensuing 
year,

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Art. 9. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $144.40, the annual interest on the schoo! fund 
and Libby fund orders. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for memorial purposes and how it shall 
be expended. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for public library in Kezar Falls. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise to pay on its outstanding orders. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise to pay interest on its temporary loans 
and outstanding orders. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for street light service for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the patrolling of State road for the 
ensuing year. . 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will 
appropriate for State road construction (in addition to 
the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, high- : 
ways, and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the 
provisions of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 
1937. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $935.00 as provided in Section 46, Chapter 28, 
R. S. 19380, as amended by Sections 4 and 5 of Chapter 
229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 18. To see if the sum of $64.00, or more, will be 
raised for school nursing in the Town of Porter, to be 
expended under the auspices of the Bureau of Health 
of the State Department of Health and Welfare. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for the benefit of the Kezar Falls 
Fire Department. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for breaking down snow for the year 
1940-1941. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
overseers of the poor to lease the town farm for a period 
of one year to some person or persons with the provi- 
sion that the lessee board the inmates. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for advertising its natural re- 
sources, said money to be expended under the super- 
vision of the State of Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 23. To see what action the town will take rela- 
tive to electing its Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, and 
Assessors, so that one member of each board to hold 
office for one year, one for two years and one for three 
years, and at each annual meeting thereafter one mem- 
ber of each of the said boards to be elected for a term 
of three years. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to instruct its 
selectmen to provide a suitable office in the Town Hall 
for the transaction of town business, together with a 
suitable vault for the storage of all town books and 
records, and that its town officers shall meet at least 
every two weeks at said office for the transaction of 
town business. 
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Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for an office in its town hall, 
and for vault to be located therein. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
Australian Ballot System (so called) for choosing its 
officers. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $200.00 for pine blister rust control. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will authorize its Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes 
assessed in the current year, a sum not exceeding in 
the aggregate $8,000.00, or to meet the current ex- 
penses of the town, said loan to be paid from the taxes 
assessed the current year and all notes for temporary 
loans to be payable on or before February 10, 1942, 
such notes to be signed by the Selectmen and Treasurer 
of the town. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to pay a discount 
of 2% on all taxes paid on or before June 10, and dis- 
count of 1% on all taxes paid on or before July 10. 


Art. 30. To choose Selectmen, Assessors, and Over- 
seers of the Poor and all other necessary town officers 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 31. To act on any further business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be 
in session for the purpose of revising and correcting the 
list of voters at the town hall at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon on the day of said meeting.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


In these troubled times the health of a nation is of great 
importance. Is it not our duty then, as privileged citizens in 
a democracy, to avail ourselves of the material at hand for 
the maintenance of optimum health? 

“Upon what is done to assure physical and mental health 
during maternity, infancy, childhood and youth depends the 
vigor and health of the adult population.” 

During the year visits were made by the State Bureau of 
Health Nursing Service to prospective mothers to help them 
carry out the physician’s instructions, or if not yet under 
medical care to urge them to secure the services of a phys- 
ician as early in pregnancy as possible. 

Postpartum cases were visited to urge that the mother re- 
turn to her physician for her postpartum examination ,fol- 
lowing delivery and to give instructions in the following of a 
good health routine. 

Visits were made to young infants during the year to urge 
the mother to keep the baby under medical supervision, to 
give assistance when necessary with the planning of the daily 
schedule and to establish good behavior habits. Particular 
emphasis was placed on the prevention of communicable dis- 
eases which take such a heavy toll in childhood. It was urged 
that each child be vaccinated against smallpox and immunized 
against diphtheria. 

Preschool children were visited to give instructions to the 
parents regarding dietary needs and general health care. As- 
sistance was offered if needed in the correction of any emo- 
tional problem which might be present. 

Visits were made to the homes of school children for the 
accomplishment of corrective work. 

Visits were made to the homes of crippled children to in- 
terpret clinic instructions and to assist the family in the fol- 
low-up care of the patient. 

Health supervision visits were made to those adults admit- 
ted to service for assistance with some emotional or health 
problem.

The Child Health Conference was held in Kezar Falls to 
include those families from Porter, Parsonsfield, and South 
Hiram. Interested townspeople made themselves responsible 
for obtaining the rooms, providing transportation for those 
needing this service, and assisted at the conference as volun- 
teer helpers. Thirty children were examined by the physician 
and the mother advised on the proper care of her child. 

Seventeen children were vaccinated against smallpox and 
thirteen children were immunized against diphtheria. 

A dentist, assisted by the State dental hygienist, was pres- 
ent to examine teeth and mouths. Recommendations for care 
and follow-up work were made to the mothers. 

The cooperation and interest shown in the furthering of 
health measures has been most stimulating.

Mr. Carlton Tracy was elected sub-master and Miss Bar- 
bara Garcelon was procured as assistant. Both are doing 
very good work and are a credit to the school. 

On the average your schools are doing the same high qual- 
ity of work as in recent years and are worthy of your com- 
mendation and support. The next few years are to be hard 
ones for the schools owing to war conditions. 

Teachers will be extremely hard to find owing to many 
leaving the profession to enter other lines of work. 

If our town can possibly do so, it must pay enough to 
keep our best teachers.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 
PORTER 


Maintaining the Community’s Health at a high level 
is an essential part of the National Defense Program. 
The protection of the public health requires intelligent 
and active co-operation of every individual citizen. 
What is the contribution that is being made to Na- 
tional Defense in your community? 


Seven visits were made to prospective mothers in an 
effort to help them carry out the doctor’s instructions 
or if not under the physician’s care to urge them to 
secure medical advice at once. 


Nineteen visits were made to infants and preschool 
children to urge the mother to keep the baby under 
medical supervision and explain the importance of pre- 
venting communicable diseases and to assist mothers 
with a daily schedule for the baby. We urged mothers 
to arrange for the correction of defects of the pre- 
school children and assisted parents through conference 
in the correction of undesirable health habits. 


Some of the infants and preschool children of Porter 
attended a Child Health Conference in an adjoining 
town. It is hoped we may have such Conferences in 
the town of Porter next year. At these conferences the 
child receives a physical examination and immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria and smallpox if parents request 
this service. 


Much of the school nursing can be accomplished 
through home and school visiting to assist parents and 
teachers in meeting the health needs of individual chil- 
dren. 
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As a measure of prevention of epidemics of disease 
which often flourish under wartime conditions due to 
the shifting population, it would be wise for the com- 
munity to consider a clinic for protecting persons from 
smallpox and diphtheria. It is recommended all children 
be immunized before the age of one year. 


It would be of great value in Porter if we could have 
more widespread and effective lay participation in the 
health program. One good way to accomplish this is by 
forming a Health Committee. This committee assists 
the nurse and relieves her of unprofessional duties yet 
important ones. This group would also help to increase 
interest in the health of the community.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The only changes in teaching force this year have 
been in the primary school and at Porter Village.

Evelyn Day replaced Mrs. Mildred Stacy at the be- 
ginning of the winter term. Both of these teachers 
have had valuable experience and have proved them- 
selves to be very capable in their respective positions. 


The schools are continuing to serve the community 
by educating children so that they may take their 
places as members of our great Democracy. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


In common with thousands of high schools through- 
out the country, Porter High School started school in 
September with all of its teachers new to the school. 
Mr. Charles Martin, principal, and Mr. Kenneth Bick- 
ford, sub-master, are well qualified teachers with ex- 
perience in other schools. Miss Ruth Andrews, who 
started the year as teacher of Latin and French, re- 
signed at the Thanksgiving recess and has been re- 
placed by Mrs. Lillian Chick. Mrs. Chick is very well 
qualified for her position and is successfully carrying 
on the work of her department. 


Some changes have been made in the curriculum to 
make it conform more closely with the needs of the 
times. High schools are looked upon, by the various 
agencies in Washington, as pre-induction centers for 
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the armed forces and industries. We must continue to 
meet the needs of this war time era and at the same 
time not lose sight of all the cultural values of our 


schools.

RESOLVED: That the citizens of the Town of Porter 
desire to express their appreciation of the public serv- 
ice of the late Orman L. Stanley and to place upon 
its records a tribute to the memory of the man they 
knew and respected, and whose untimely death they 
deplore as a severe loss to the community, State and 
Nation.
